Groves, Inc., Returns Good Prices to 
Its Growers—Officers and Directors 
Are Re-elected a t the Annual Meet­ 
ing.

Hendrix, manager and secretary of 
the Covina Height Groves (Inc.), at 
the annual meeting of the stockhold

shipped during the season just closed 
5,526 packed boxes of navel oranges, 
17,131 packed boxes of valencias and 
270 boxes, of other varieties.

box.of $3.54; valencias, $5.67; all other 
varieties) $4.86; making an average 
per box for all varieties, grade and 
size of $5,149. 


This houBe alsb shipped for its 
growers 3,846 packed boxes of lemons 
at a net price of 6Vfc cents per pound, 
or $4.35 per packed box, a total of 
$16J41.09.

months of August 
and 
September, 
only one car reaching the 
market

FIGHTING EIGHT DAYS 
WITHOUT REST 


Tjie following letter, written 
after 
eight days of continuous fighting with 
tho Huns, has been received from Mark 
B. Custer, son of Mr. and Mrs. W. Q. 
Custer, of Center street: 


October 14, 1918. 


Dear Mother: 


It's been 
over two weeks since J 
last wrote, but perhaps you can guess 
tho reason, as you no doubt 
have 
hoard long beforo this'letter reaches 
you,, that we have been in action. We 
wero on the line fighting for eight days 
when wo were 
relieved by another 
outfit. 
Needless to say, I camo through 
tho.fighting none tho worse for the ex­ 
perience, except that I am ready for a 
little rest.. We are back in billets now 
and-are very comfortable. 


•It is hard to. describe one's fclings as 
ho goes over the top, but it is sonic sen­ 
sation to'say , the least. 
Those eight 
dnys^are filled with a good many exper­ 
iences that I can tell about when I get 
back, •: I", 'never reali7cd that I could 
hit; the ground so quick and so flat as I 
havo. found out I can. 
I 
formerly 
thought' the English sergeant, who used 
to instruct us at Camp Lewis, could got 
down- aiwful last, but ho has got no- 
thing.'pri me now. 


I got a l o t of mail two days after wo 
came'Joff; the line, but we have bcon on 
the m'bve so much lately that I have 
not h£d an opportunity to write. I got 
three letters from homo and one from 
Doll along with a lot of others. 
Have 
not liatl any papers for a long time, 
but I' think we will be getting some 
second class mail before long. 
Some 
mail^came in .this morning, so wo will 
have somo letters today. 


We are all entitled to one Christ­ 
mas package over here. I am enclos­ 
ing the label properly addressed for it. 
I hardly know what to tell you to put 
in it. Bo sure and put in some good 
chocolates and some homo made candy. 
Do; not put in anything except stuff to 
oat because I do not need a thing. 


Wcare billeted now in a small town, 
but it is pretty cloBe to a large city, so 
we will fare pretty well while wo are 
here. We ought to be able to got quite 
a bit of Y. M. C. A. stuff, and ought to 
bo ablo to buy a quantity of stuff from 
tho French people. Tho trouble with 
buying stuff from tho French stores is 
that i they 
charge exhorbitant 
prices 
i4for? l^hat they havo and they have' very'

thing else to do with our money, so*' 
pay those prices. 


I spent about two hours yesterday 
morning down at tho river washing up.

Ho 
is driving a truck. 


We certainly havo been reading good

Lieutenant Herbert Norton Chaffee, 
son of Mr. H. G. Chaffee, of' Pasa­ 
dena, was instantly killed on Sunday at 
Exposition Park, in an aeroplane ac­ 
cident. 


Thousands witnessed the accident as 
th.o park was crowded with visitors at 
the Liberty Fair, now being held in 
Los 
Angeles.

desperately 
to save themselves and to avoid injury 
to the people below, Lieutenant Chaf­ 
fee .and his 
companion,

Elitabeth" Wilc6x, 'who were working 
in their-kitchen, and it is believed that 
a heroic last niinute effort of Lieuten­ 
ant Chaffee, who was piloting the ma­ 
chine, saved the Cooke house from be­ 
ing struck. 


Both officers were instantly 
killed, 
the impact crushing their bodies into a 
broken and unrecognizable 
condition. 
Little remained of the airplane but a 
mass of twisted fragments. 
The motor 
was crushed flat, the propellof broken 
into splinters and both wings broken 
into several pieces. 


Lieut. Chaffee was drafted in Sep­ 
tember, 1917, while he was endeavor­ 
ing to obtain a commission as an avi­ 
ator, having had flying experience at 
Redwood City, 
California. 
Ho 
was 
Bent first to Camp Lewis, but was soon 
transfered to the 
aviation 
ground 
school at Berkeley, and was sent to 
Bockwell Field, San Diego, in Febru­ 
ary; 
He was commissioned there and 
has been acting as instructor, being re­ 
garded as a particularly capable flyer. 


The dead lieutenant passed the last 
two nights of his life at the homo of 
his parents in Pasadena, having flown 
up from San Diego to Stockor Field 
with Lieutenant Drake. 
He loft Sun­ 
day morning, saying he was going to 
fly to Venice and thence to San Diego. 
The machine left Stocker Field short­ 
ly after 
noon. 
Chaffee flew up and 
down Los Bobles avenuo, 
Pasadena,, 
over his home once or twice before sail­ 
ing away toward Los Angeles.

Zhe Sign of tbe Cross. 


From the early dawn of Christianity, 
the cross has been the symbol of man's 
redemption. 
An emblem of the Prince 
of Pe&ce. Down through, the middle 
ages, in the hands of those red-blooded, 
sturdy old Crusaders, with the 
Bed 
Cross emblazoned upon 
their 
shields 
and banners, it became too often the 
signal of aggressive fanaticism for the 
redemption of the world by force of 
arms rather than by the peaceful means 
of moral suasion. 


Time has changed all this. 
The 
spirit of Democracy, toleration for the 
opinions of others, fredom of speech 
and action under just laws in making 
of which we all have a share, have a 
tendency^ to make this old world more 
and more as time goes on, a desirable 
place to live in. 


The brotherhood of man founded on 
Christianity, has developed a solicitude 
for others which, prompted by charity, 
or its broader equivalent, love, has re­ 
sulted in the founding of societies for 
the betterment of the. condition of all 
mankind. 
The greatest 
humanitarian 
movement of the age has the cross for 
its 
insignia. 
The efforts 
of 
indivi­ 
dual governments for tho relief of suf­ 
fering on the field of battle culmin­ 
ated in the year 1864 at Geneva, Swit­ 
zerland, in tho calling of an interna­ 
tional convention for tho organization 
of 
national 
Bed 
Cross 
societies, 
to 
which all nations were invited to send 
delegates. It is a matter of world-wide 
satisfaction that the honor of being the 
instigators .of this glorious movement 
must be given to the "women. 


During the Crimea war in 1854, ton 
yeats prior to the calling of the. first 
Geneva convention, tho^ attention 
of 
the ^British, government was 
directed 
to the philanthropic efforts of Florence 
Nightingale, ;who was:by that.govern­ 
ment commissioned to'pfoceVd 
to'ttfe 
front equipped with' medical supplies 
and attended by a corps of thirty-seven 
nurses. 
, 


During our CiVil war, Clara Barton 
distributed large 
quantities 
of sup­ 
plies for the relief of the 
sick 
and 
wounded. 
In 1869 she visited Swit­ 
zerland and was invited to co-operate 
in the Bed Cross movement which was 
then about closing its second conven­ 
tion. 
On her return to the 
United 
States and as a direct result of her ef­ 
forts, the American branch of the Bed 
Cross society was organized, of which 
she became the first president, holding 
that position until 1904. Sho was the 
author of the American amendment to 
the constitution of the international 
Bed Cross society which provides that 
relief shall not only be given in war 
but in the time of any other calamity. 


Although one of the last of the na­ 
tions to subscribe to the Geneva con­ 
vention, this country has jumped to the 
front in carrying out its humanitar­ 
ian principles, in striking contrast to 
the German 
government, which 
was 
among the first to endorse the conven­ 
tion' whoso covenants sho violated, with 
as little conpunction as she did the 
treaty of Belgian neutrality. 


What the American Bed Cross soci­ 
ety has done during the war is a mat­ 
ter of universal knowledge. Tho over­ 
contribution to the last 
$100,000,000 
drive has ..rendered it very improbable 
that the public will again be called up­ 
on to aid through intensive campaigns 
such as wo have had during the war. 


The society will still need money to 
carry on tho noble work, but it will no 
longer call upon you to give till it 
hurts. 
It is expected that 
sufficient 
sums will be obtained by other 
and 
less 
strenuous 
means, 
principally 
through, memberships. 
The noble 
re­ 
sponse of the women of America to the 
needs of humanity by their generous 
contributions in time, labor and money 
have 'merited the exalted'position 
to 
which. they have been elevated in our 
esteem.
